Emphasis on this latter point, is

with it the right to select Con- 
gressional candidates in the name 
of labor. 

The reason for this, as explained 
by members of the council. is that 
the Conferences for Progressive 
Political Action through its Chi- 
cago headquarters and branches 
has proceeded to indorse candi- 
dates for office,on the ground that 
records in railroad legislation are 
good but quite regardless of their 
records on general labor legisla- 
tion, which, it is asserted. in some 
instances, are bad. Thus a division 
among the labor supporters of La 
Follette is disclosed at the begin- 
ning of the campaign. 

On the question of candidates, 
the revised report as presented to 
the council today Singled out 


Charles G. Dawes, Republican can-’ 


didate for the vice presidency, for 
denunciation. He was held up as 
unfriendly to organized labor. 

In direct contrast, Senator La 
Follette was singled out as one 
whose record on labor matters is 
entirely satisfactory. Senator 
Wheeler's labor record came in for 
like. praise. 

Because of these records AS 
friends of labor, says the report, 
and recognizing that La Follette 
and Wheeler are running not as 
party men but as independent Re- 
publican and Democrat respective- 
ly, “we recommend that organized 
labor show them preference.”

The defense usually objected to 
such questions, on the ground that 
the defendants had admitted their 
sanity by pleading guilty and that 
it would be improper for the State 
to show by a defense witness that 
they are insane in. order later to 
have an opportunity to prove them 
sane. ,Judge Caverly upheld this 
contention. 

Many of the questions asked by 
Crowe obviously had bean pre- 
pared by the State alienists, of 
whom there are four assisting in 
the prosecution. a particularly 
searching example was that asked 
by Crowe in connection with Dr. 
White's declaration that the youths 
possessed the emotional develop- 
ment of children. It has been tes- 
tified that after their arrest Leo- 
pold implored his father te dis- 
own him and let him be hanged, 
in order to. mitigete the family 
disgrace, and that Loeb. shielded 
the names of sé@veral respectabic 
girls from threatened publicity.

ATHAN Leopold Jr., if the 
N hearing before Judge John 
R. Caverly results in a 
death sentence for him and 
Richard Loeb, confessed kidnap- 
ers and. siayers of Robert 
Franks, anticipates the time 
between passing of sentence 
and execution at three months, 
Dr. William A. White, defense 
alienist, told the court, today, 
and plans to write down 10 
world riddles to be placed in a 
safe deposit box, after which he 
intends to appoint & commission 
of scientists to try to get in 
touch with him after death. Dr. 
White said Leopold did not be- 
lieve in spiritualism, but said 
he expects to try to solve the 
riddles. 

This taken care of, the uni*® 
versity student plans to write 
several books, Dr. White said, 
one presenting his philosophy 
of life and another which would 
show he went to his death con- 
sistently. Leopold said, accord- 
ing to the Doctor, that he be- 
lieved himself unusual enough 
to make a book on his philos- 
ophy and views worth while. 

In a letter to a fellow pris- 
oner, made public today,, Leo- 
pold wrote: “You may be in- 
terested to know that in the 
event that “I am sentenced t& 
death upon the gallows (as ap- 
pears quite. likely) I shall take 
steps to attempt to plerce the 
veil, although I personally am 
convinced that no after-life 
exists. I at least will be pre- 
pared for the. exigency in case I 
be mistaken.”

The 
assesment reported from St. Louls 
is only a very small part of the 
property of that class in the city, 
Monier, asserted. 


Evasions of assessment on this 
class of property could be checked 
up only by experts who could keep 
in touch with business of the city, 
to determine the owners of such 
property, and by tracing ownership 
of mortgages recorded with the 
recorder, Monier stated. 

Comptroller Nolte has authority 
under the law to transfer employes 
within the departments of the fi- 
nance division, when the occasion 
arises. Monier stated the Commis- 
sion would ask Nolte’s co-operation 
through transfer of men to the as- 
sessor'’s office to work on the as- 
sessments this year, which will be 
the basis of 1925 taxes, and would 
ask his assistance toward getting 
legislation for a permanent in- 
crease in the assessor's force after 
this year.

that murder was proscribed by 
lew,” the doctors testified, “but had 
no moral attitude to give them the 
feeling they were doing wrong.” 
But Crowe forced the admission 
that in trying to protect the names 
of girl friends, and in Loeb’s try- 
ing to keep secret, for the pro- 
tection of hig father, an admission 
that he and Leopold had planned 
to kilf the grandson of his father's 
business associate, Julius Rosen- 
wald, the youths had been actuated 
by a concern ‘not possible in a 
child of five.’’ 
In Hie Human Contacts. 

Again Crowe asked: ‘You have 
called Loeb a child of five emotion- 
ally. How do you account for the 
fact that for a part of this time 
he could lay aside this character- 
istic, pursue his university studies 
and appear so normal to everybody 
that even his immediate family was 
startled when“this case wag fas- 
tered on him. Will you explain 
how such an emotional infantile 
character could be so normal! in all 
his human contacts?” 

“Unfortunately that is a common 
experience with people of this 
type,” replied Dr. White. “These 
undeveloped emotional youngsters 
er.joyed the affections of teachers 
and parents because of their child- 
like characteristics, which attract- 
ed ilove. The very nickname 
‘Dickie’ would indicate the atti- 
tude which his parents had for 
him; that he was a lovable young- 
ster. 

“That is the very characteristic 
that blinds people to things that 
are going on beneath’ the surface 
and are not visible to the un- 
trained eye. We are dealing with 
that kind of situation all the tithe 
and are trying to show people how 
tu look for danger signals under- 
neath rather than be misled by 
what appears to be a smooth and 
untroubled surface.” 


Metaphysical Question. 

Dr. White was asked if Loeb, 
who appeared normal to his uni- 
versity teachers and fellow students 
throughout the months in which he 
and Leopold had planned their 
joint crime, had the power to 
choose whether to carry out that 
plan. Crowe wanted a “yes” or 
“no” answer to this, but failed to 
get it, the witness replying: 

“Well, he did not avolé doing it, 
and whether he could have avoided 
the homicide is largely a métaphy- 
sical question. The powers that 
were at work within him impaired 
very matfrially his capacity to 
choose.”’ sete 4 

“Was he any different in this re- 
spect from any other criminal?” 
asked Crowe. ‘That is another of 
your vague terms,”’ retorted Dr. 
White. “I can’t talk about any 
other or every other criminal. I 
don't know them all, and a crim- 
inal is not an éntity that is clear- 
ly defined.” 

Dr. White reiterated that wheth- 
er Loeb could have avoided the 
crime was “an unanswerable type 
of question,”’ that Dickie knew in- 
tellecuately murder was against 
the law, but had no adequate feel- 
ing towards it as a moral error. 

“But did he have _ sufficient 
capacity to refrain from killing?” 
persisted Crowe. “I don't know,” 
said the Doctor. 

Crowe asked about Loeb’s “‘split 
personality” and tried to get the 
Doctor to say whether he is af- 
flicted with dementia praecox. Ob- 
jections switched the’ questioning 
away from that subject and 
throughout the questioning Judge 
Caverly upheld the defense in bar- 
ring any mention of ‘insanity’ as 
applied to the defendants. 

Tom Sawyer and Huck Finn. 

Much the same line of question- 
ing developed similar ideas as té6 
Leopold’s disregard for the legal 
and moral wrongs involved in the 
homicide. Towards the end of the 
examination, Crowe asked the 
Doctor if he had ever read ‘‘Tom 
Sawyer” and “Huckleberry Finn.” 

Dr. White smiled reminiscently 
as he angwered. “Yes, many, many 
years ago.” 

“Well, do you think that the 
childish phantasies of ‘Tom Saw- 
yer’ and ‘Huck’ and their cruel 
treatment of poor old ‘Jim’ indi- 
cated criminalistic tendencies?” 
asked Crowe. The doctor was 
amused by the question, finally 
saying that his recollection of 
“Tom” and “Huck” was very 
vague and that anyway they were 
“iHterary fictions” who perhaps 
never existed. 

Clarence 8. Darrow, counsel for 
the defense, announced late today 
that Leopold and Loeb would not 
be called in their own defense. 
“Haven't they talked enough?” said 
the veteran attorney. 


Darrow said Dr. William Healy 
of Boston and Dr. Barnard Gleuck 
of New York, in turn, would be the 
next witnesses called by the de- 
fense. He said he thought the de- 
fense would not take much longer 
than next week. 

Thé young defendants were un- 
usually silent and serious today and 
their whispered conversations and 
smiles were few. 

Details of Yesterday’s Examination 
of Defense Alienist. 
.Crowe started today’s’ session 
with a question as to Dr. White's 
statement yesterday that Loeb had 
had considered killing members of 
his family and also Leopold. 
“What is your authority (for 
this?’”’ asked Crowe. “Loeb him- 

self,’ said the Doctor. 

“The fact that he told you this 
but not the States Attorney was 
significant ?’’ . 

“T never considered it as I did 
not know exactly what he had told 
you,” said Dr. White. 

Dr. White said the only author- 
ity he had for saying that Leopold 
had Gonsidered killing Loeb was a 
letter written by the former. 

The State’s Attorney next elicited 
that Dr. White had not applied the 
usual tests to Leopold and Loeb, 
having depended, for this aspect of 
the case upon a report by Dr. Wil- 
liam Healey. who is to follow him 
on, the stand. 


Opinion of Loeb’s Intellect. 


“You are of the opinion Loeb is 
intellectually plus par?’’ asked the 
State's Attorney. 

“He showed up very well,” said 
Dr. White. 

“His emotional age, you said yes- 
terday, was low, four or five,”’ sug- 
gested Crowe. 

“I couldn’t fix it definitely,” was 
the response. . 

‘Doctor, have you any chi:dren?” 
was the next question. 

The witness smiled as he replied 
he had a step-child and a grand- 
chrild. 

‘Which is responsible for 
murder, the emetional or 
lectual man?” asked Crowe. 

“You can not split a man like 
that,’’ replied the doctor. 

Vrigin of the Crime. 

“Where did the crime originate, 
in the emotion or the intellect?" 

* “It originated in the drive of 
the instincts, or the emctions. But 
I do not believe that is a very com- 
piete statement,” said the expert. 

« ‘Could the intellect have stop- 
‘ped the emotions at any time dur- 
ing the six months they were plan- 
ning this crime?’’ asked Crowe. 

“TI don't know,” said Dr. White. 

“Do you think a man with the 
emotions of a child of five would 
show #ympathy for others?” 

“Ordinarily, no.” 

“Do you think a man with the 
emotions of a child of five would 
show consideration for the feelings 
of others to the extent that he 
would not want to divulge the 
names of decent girls when he got 
himself into trouble?’ asked 
Crowe. 

Swayed by Right and Wrong. 

The doctor explained that Loeb 
had been swayed all the time be- 
tween right and wrong, but that 
Leopold had a better determina- 
ticn of mind than Loeb. 

Crowe asked if a child of five 
cculd say that he had contemplated 
killing the grandson of the presi- 
dent of the company with which 
his father was connected and then 
ask to keep that name out because 
“Dad*is out at Sears, Roebuck & 
Co., and it might embarrass him 
with Julius Rosenwald.” Rosen- 
wald is president of Sears, Roebuck 
& Co., of which firm Loeb’s father 
is an executive officer. 

“That would show affection for 
his father,”’ the doctor said. 

Crowe read a long question as 
to why Loeb had appeared normal 
to all his familv and social con- 
tacts, and they never had noticed 
any abnormality or sub-normality. 
The doctor replied that Loeb’s emo- 
tional self was.such as.to endear 
him ‘to his people and those with 
whom he came in contact, and to 
blind them to the defects. that 
would be apparent upon an exam- 
ination by experts. 

“What is criminal intent?” asked 
Crowe. 

“TI don't know, you tell me,” re- 
plied the doctor. 


Defines Responsibility. 

“Well, you are not in accord with 
the law," Crowe asserted when Dr. 
White said responsibility was “a 
legal fiction to fasten upon the de- 
fendant something that would jua- 
tify a verdict of right or wrong.” 

“No, I am not in accord with 
the law in a good many ways in 
my thinking,” said the doctor. 

“Mental illness is sickness of 
mind, insanity is a legal term. I

use insanity only after a man le- 
gally has been declared insane,” 
said the doctor. . 

He was asked about the use of 
the term insanity in a book he had 
written and replied: 

“T used insanity instead of some 
recondite philosophical term in a 
book so the average person in 
looking over a book stall would be 
more likely to take it,’ said the 
doctor. 

“You wrote another book “The 
Outlines’ of Sump'’n or Other’?” 
said Crowe as those near enough 
to eatch the question smiled. The 
doctor replied he had not defined 
insanity” in that- book, 

Difference in Youths. 

“Intelleqtually,” Dr. White said, 
in response to a question, “Leopold 
knew he was wrong, but he had no 
feeling of it.”’ 

“Is Loeb the leader in this 

crime ?’’ asked Crowe. 
‘ “1@— almost impossible to sepa* 
rate these individuals and put one 
out as a leader,’ Dr. White re- 
plied. 

“Which has the stronger mind?” 
asked Crowe. 

“IT should say Babe has the more 
clear cut, cleanly conceived ob- 
jective, a largely constructive com- 
ponent in his make-up. Dickie on 
the other hand impresses one as 
much more 6n the other side of 
the equation, being rather essen- 
tially destructive and following the 
line of least resistance.’’ 


Dr. White argued with the prose- 
cutor‘when Crowe sought to bring 
out whether the fact the youths 
lad a third intimate associate 
would make any difference in~his 
estimate of the boys. Dr. White 
refused to say whether the third 
youth should be examined in a 
psychopatic hospital. 

Dr. White, in reply to a series of 
questions, said he did not think 
Leopold had misled him, the prose- 
cutor referring to Leopold as a 
super-inteblect. ratosttl 

“Ie dementia praercox insanity?" 
asked Crowe. “No,” replied the 
doctor. 

“What's moral insanity?” and 
‘““‘what’s depravity?” brought state- 
ments from the examiner and wit- 
ness that each knew what they 
meant. i 

Crowe insinuated that the doctor 
had not questioned the mental con- 
dition of the boys upon the date 
of the crime, but rather had looked 
into their condition at the age of 
five. 

‘You were not interested suffici- 
ently to ask which of them com- 
mitted the murder?” Crowe asked. 

“No, I knew when I got through,” 
the witnéss replied. 

Planned to Write Book. 

The doctor said he had forgot- 
ten yesterday to tell that Leopold, 
if sentenced to be hanged, had 
planned to write 10 of the world’s 
riddles, have them put jnto a safe- 
ty box and get in touch with sci- 
entists and attempt to solve these 
riddles by spiritualism, but he did 
not believe in those things. 


“He said there would be a cou- 
ple of months before execution and 
he would write a book of his philo- 
sophy for the World, feeling he was 
sufficiently unique to make such a 
book worth while, that there was a 
great opportunity to give his philo- 
sophy to the world, said the doc- 
tor. 

“He wanted also to write that 
he went to his ehd consistently, and 
not as some people expected,” con- 
tinued the witness. 

“I did not mention also a num- 
ber of other delinquencies in which 
the boys were engaged,” said the 
witness. 


Other Criminalistic Angles. 

“They smashed windshields with 
bricks and stole automobiles,” said 
Dr. White. 

“Th set fires to buildings, act- 
ing in conjunetion,” the witness 
continued, naming three fires they 
sald they had set. 

Robbing of fraternity houses in 
Ann Arbor, Mich., in November, 
1923, was mentioned by the doctor 
as analystic acts of the boys. 
Breaking into the wine cellar of a 
house “with indifferent results” 
was another. 

The doctor said that theft by the 
boys of a typewriter jn preparation 
for the Franks crime might indi- 
cate caution or the start of a men- 
tal disease. The doctor and Crowe 
got into an argument regard- 
ing the doctor's notes and original 
report, which the prosecutor hint- 
ed, held the boys to be insan@ and 
ont merely “mentally sick” as tes- 
tified. 

Court Interrupts. 

“There is no question of insanity 
here; the boys are sane,”’ interrupt- 
ed the court. 

“I am forced to hear this evi- 
dence to gee if there is any mitiga- 
tion involved. Thefe is no question 
of legal insanity.”

back, an hour and a quarter after 
leaving Houton Bay at 9-30 o'clock 
this morning. 

When he was 60 miles from his 
anchorage and 25 miles past Bir- 
say, Flight Commander Smith, 
finding it impossible to keep his 
course, turged eastward for what 
looked like tlearer atmosphere for 
his circle back to Houton Bay. 

Wade immediately brought his 
machine around after him, but 
meanwhile Nelson had lost contact 
with the two other planes tn the 
blinding Northland fog’ and ap- 
parently had turned westward for 
the next landing at Hofn Horna- 
fjord, on the east coast of Iceland, 
about 535 miles away. Before 
turning back, Smith and Wade clir- 
cled for some time in the fog in 
search of Nelson. 

We who had seen the flyers take 
off were writing of their getaway, 
when a messenger rushed Into the 
room with* word that the Strom- 
ness Hotel had telephoned that two 
of the planes were returning. . 

We dashed into the street and 
15 minutes later the roar of a Lib- 
erty engine announced thetr arrival 
over Kirkwall. Wade appeared 
first, shooting over town and out 
over the harbor. Then he turned 
and flew back toward town at a 
low altitude. 

Dropped Message Bag. 

When he crossed the shore line 
again, Lieut. Ogden, his observer, 
stood up in the rear of the cockpit. 
With a wave of his hand to us be- 
low he let go a weighted canvas 
message bag, which, however, fell 
out of reach on a housetop and 
bounced into an inaccessible court- 
yard. Meanwhile Smith had ar- 
rived over town. 

He gave control of the plane to 
Arnold, wrote his message, looked 
out over the side of the plane and 
after a wave of his arms dropped 
the bag. It fell true, into the street 
along the wharf. 

This was its penciled contents: 

“Send message through Wick to 
Richmond that we all bécame sep- 
arated in fog. Wade and I re- 
turned. Nelson has not been seen 
since we separated on our course 
25 miles from Birsay. Then send 
for us, please. Smith.”’ 

It was addressed to Maj. H. N. E. 
Davidson, United States Army Air 
attache, from. London, who was in 
the crowd around the spot where 
the message landed. After he saw 
it picked up Smith continued back 
to Houton Bay, where both he and 
Wade landed safely and where 
their planes are now safely an- 
chored in the place they left earli- 
er this morning. 


Maj. Davidson immediately 
rushed off Smith's message to the 
cruiser Richmond, which had 
steamed out of Houton Bay at 
10:05 o'clock this morning, and 
was then about south of Hoy Is- 
land, en route for the second land- 
ing place of the flyers in Iceland, 
Reykjavik. The same i wireless 
from Wick would also be. picked 
up by the destroyer Reid, the de- 
stroyer Billingsley and the cruiser 
Raleigh, all on patrol between the 
Faroe Island and Hofn Hornafjord. 

This is the first time any of the 
American flyers have had to turn 
back on account of fog, and also 
the first time they have had to; go 
through the dramatically pictur- 
esque action of dropping message 
bags. ‘

The funeral of Mrs. Katherine 
Lampton Paxson, kinswoman of 
Mark Twain and Henry Watterson, 
and for 40 years a prolific con- 
tributor of verse appearing’ chiefly 
in Presbyterian magazines, was 
made the occasion of a unique ora- 
tion composed of her own poems 
selected and read with brief inter- 
pretative delineations. At the 
grave a poem of her own composi- 
tion, set to an old German melody, 
was sung. 

Mrs. Paxson, who was 71 years 
old, died Wednesday at Bethesda 
Hospital, after an acute illness of 
a month.

the county of St. Louis shall be 
erected.”’ 

Foes of the plaza. site for the 
new structure, which has been 
picked by the Board of Aldermen 
—foes who want the new building 
on Broadway—have suggested that 
heirs of Lucas and Chouteau might 
try to regain title to the block if 
the courts are removed. Legal 
opinions uphold both sides of the 
contention over the value of such 
‘a claim. The Broadwayites are 
| seeking a referendum on the plaza 
site ordinance. 

Parallel Situation Cited. 

| A gon of Judge Lucas, James H. 
| Lucas, the man who laid out Lucas 
|place, an exclusive residence dis-

streets, emulated his father’s civic 
| example by donating part of old 
. Missouri Park to the city in 1857. 
It was a memorial to his father 
and the deed bore this clause:

The tract was bounded by Thir- 
teenth, Fourteenth and St. Charles 
Streets and Lucas place, or Locust 
Street.

The Public Library 
now stands on the latter block and 
an official brary publication stat- 
ed that this site was bought by the 
city from the Lucas family in 1854. 
It is the northern block, which to- 
day is a breathing space in the 
heart of the city, Lucas Garden, 
that affords the courthouse paral- 
lel. 


Waiver of Heirs Obtaincd. 

In the ‘80s a movement for a 
civic center here got under way 
and in 1883 the Exposition & Music 
Hall Association was granted the 
right by ordinance No. 12,338 to 
erect a building for its purposes in 
Missouri Park—both blocks—with 
the provision that first the heirs 
of James H. Lucas waive their 
claim to the north block and give 
permission for its use for either 
park or exposition buildng. with 
provision, however, that the title 
would revert to the heirs if use of 
the land for one of these two pur- 
poses should cease. 

The contention over title to the 
land given by Lucas, if its original 
use ceased, had arisen then, jus* 
as contention has arisen now over 
the courthouse site.

Employes Told to “Cut” as 
Clocks Strike 12, and Job 
Which Began in March, 
1923, Is Completed. 


CONSOLIDATION 
COST $3,500,000 


Many Engineering Difficul- 
ties Had to Be Worked 
Out to Bring Kinloch 
Into Bell System. 


The telephone merger ts come 
pleted and St. Louis and its sub- 
urbs now have unified service, All 
phones are Bells, the Kinloch sys- 
tem having definitely passed out 
of existence last midnight. 

The “cut-over” of lines, the final 
physical step in the merger which 
began in March, 1923, took place 
as clocks struck 12, as workers 
shouted “Ready!” and were told to 


“Cut!” Within a few minutes the 
job was done. 

The “merger work” cost approx- 
imately $3,500,000, but this sum 
accounts for work which will 
make possible expansion of the 
system for five years to come, as 
well as for the merger itself. Now 
there are 165,000 telephones in 
service, as compared with 135,000 
Bells and 35,000 Kinlochs before 
the merger. It is estimated that 
St. Louis operators will now han- 
dle more than 1,125,000 local calls 
dally. 

Effective in Nearby Towns. 

Before the merger was started, 
the Bell Exchange plant in 8t. 
Louls consisted of 12 central of- 
fices and the Kinloch of five. Two 
of the Kinloch offices—Marshall 
and Laclede—have been discontin- 
ued, and two new Bell offices— 
Parkview and Wabash—have been 
The other offices tn the 
system are: Benton. Bo- 
mont, Cabmny, Central, Colfax, 
Delmar, Forest, Grand, Lindell, 
Main, Olive, Riverside, Sidney, Ty- 
ler and Victor. 

The consolidation is also effect- 
lve in offices such as Valley Park, 
Webster, Kirkwood, East St. Louis 
and the Tri-Cities, and will be ef- 
fective in Belleville, Aug. 20. When 
all is done, Greater St. Louis, com- 
prising the city and outlying 
towns, will be linked in one metro- 
politan exchange, which will be 
served through 24 central offices. 

There were many technical and 
engineering difficulties to be work- 
ed out in bringing Kinloch offices 
and lines into the Bell system. Dif- 
ferent ringing and signal currents 
were used and different types of 
telephone instruments were in 
service. For instance, on the Kin- 
loch four-party lines when one par- 
ty was being called, the other three 
parties could not hear the bell. 
On the Bell four-party lIrnes, the 
signal could be heard by the Ppar- 
ty summoned and one other party. 
These differences remain after the 
merger, but will not affect the uni- 
fied service. 

Largest Switchboard in World. 

The switchboard at the Central 
exchange, in the Kinloch building, 
Tenth and Locust streets, is now 
one of the largest telephone switch- 
boards in the world, having a 
capacity of 18,000 numbers. How- 
ever, only 10,000 numbers will be 
used at present, the remainder be- 
ing reserved for future growth of 
the city. The cost of extensions 
to this board approximated $1890.. 
0C0O. New head sets for operators 
on it cost more than $2,500. 

The next telephone development 
n St. Louis will be installation of 
machine - switching (automatic) 
units for downtown areas, where- 
by the subscriber “dials” his own 
number without recourse to the 
“hello” girls. The 
Bell Telephone Co. has announced 
plans for a 25-story building on 
the block between Tenth and Elev- 
erth and Pine and Chestnut streets, 
which will be headquarters for 
Southwestern States and, also, 
house the machine unites. 
The company also has plans for a 
bullding at Grand boulevard and 
Botanical avenue to house ma- 
chine-switching unita.

Victor J. Miller candidate for the

A burst of applause greeted these 
remarks and Miller passed on to 
other subjects, but his campaign 
manager, Robert J. Kratky, later 
issued an emplified statement of 
Miller's position on the kian. 

Miller told the women that he 
does not want them to vote for 
him because, as he put it, “I am 
better-looking than my opponents 
nor because they have passed the 
prime of life,” but because he its 
better fitted for the office than 
they are. 

Strict Taw Enforcement. 

He reiterated his argument for 
better schools, better roads and 
emphasized strict enforcement of 
all laws as the paramount issue of 
the campaign and the main plank 
in hi« platform.

gathered over a period of 12 years 
of fichting. does not weigh verv 
michtily with me when it comes to 
a case of a fighter like Watke-. I! 
remember too well the way Stanley 
Ketchel rose meteor-like from a 
raw novice to a world’s champion. 
Y remember the comet-like career 
of Little Terry McGovern. Both of 
these men were fighters of the 
Watker type. and in their cases ex- 
perience of their oppoients, was 
wafted like chaff before the gale. 

Natural Fighters Dangeross. 

These natural fighters are 
doubly dangerous because they lack 
experience. Instead of fighting 
carefully when hurt, they sail 
richt in and slash down their ad- 
versaries by the sheer fury of their 
attack. Where another man would 
attempt to retrieve points or save 
himself from further punishment, 
these battling types hurl caution 
aside and turn the tide by taking 
chances that a more experienced 
fichter wouldn't dream of taking.

Obviously, the entrance of La Follette into 
the race for the presidency makes it pos- 
sible that none of the candidates will re- 
ceive a majority of the electoral votes. The 
La Follette people had that in mind when 
they urged the Wisconsin Senator to head an 
independent ticket. The same possibility ex- 
isted in 1912, when Wilson, Taft and Roose- 
velt were the candidates. As it turned out, 
Wilson made a sweep, getting 435 of the 531 
electoral votes. 

Of course, either Coolidge or Davis may 
make a sweep this year. But, if they run 
chose, and if La Follette’ makes the showing 
that his friends believe he will make, «the 
election will be thrown into the House. What 
will La Follette be able to do? That is the 
big X in the equation. 

La Follette managers claim that he and 
Wheeler will carry Wisconsin, Minnesota, 
North and South Dakota, Washington, Idaho, 
lowa, Nebraska and Montana.

The electoral votes of the States will be 
counted at the Capitol on the second Wednes- 
day in Februay, Feb. 11, 1925. If no one 
has a majority, the Constitution directs that 
the House shall immediately proceed to the 
choice to a President. Until the election goes 
into the House, the Electoral College can 
elect any native American citizen President, 
but once the election gets into the House, the 
Twelfth Amendment bars from consideration 
all except the three highest of those who have 
been voted upon. 

The House would have exactly three weeks 
before the end of President Coolidge’s term 
to make a selection among Coolidge, Davis 
and La Follette.

Provision to Lessen Anxiety 

‘The part of the arrangement which casts 
the eventual appointment on the House of 
Representatives.’’ wrote James Madison 
(Writings of Madison, Vol. 3), “‘was an ac- 
commdation to the anxiety of the smaller 
states for their sovereign equality, and to the 
jealousy of the larger toward the cumulative 
functions of the Senate. The agency of the 
House of Representatives was thought safer 
also, than that of the Senate, on account of 
the greater number of its members. 

“It might, indeed, happen that the event 
would turn on one or two states having one 
or two representatives only; but even in 
that case, the representatives of most of the 
states being numerous, the House would pre- 
sent greater obstacles to corruption than the 
Senate, with its paucity of members.” 

How any state would vote would depend 
on which party had a majority in the state 
delegation. In the present House, the Repub- 
licans control 23 delegations (including the 
nominally Republican Wisconsin delegation) ; 
the Democrats control 20, and five are tied 
between the two parties. These five—Mary- 
land, Montana, Nebraska, New Hampshire 
and New Jersey—would be unable to vote. 

The Constitution says that a majority of 
the states is necessary to a choice.. A major- 
ity is 25. Failing some break in the political 
lines, neither Davis nor Coolidge could pos- 
sibly get a majority. Counting Wisconsin 


would have to win over the votes of three of | 
the Democratic or tied states to elect Cool- 
The Democrats would have to take five 
states from the @nemy or the tied states 
to elect Davis. 


Death or Resignation 
The situation contains material for endless 


speculation. All sorts of things might hap- 
pen. Deaths or resignations in the tied dele- 
gations might tip the scales. \The fight 
might come down to the point where the out- 
come would hinge on the result of one special 
election to fill a House vacancy. To balk La 
Follette, there might be a dicker among Dem- 
ocrats and Republicans to elect either Davis 
or Coolidge. | 

Had the election been thrown into the 
House in 1912 there would have been the‘ 
same prospect of a deadlock. In that year 
22 state delegations were controlled by the 
Democrats, 22 
were tied. Apparently, the House would 
have been unable to decide among Wilson, 
Taft and Roosevelt, and the Vice President 
elected by the Senate would have gone to the 
White House.

The Senate is composed of 51 Republicans, 
43 Democrats and two Farmer-Labor mem- 
‘bers. That is the nominal classification. If 
it represented the real lines of cleavage, 
there would be no doubt about the election 
of Dawes. But the 51 “Republicans” include 
La Follette and his followers, who really con- 
stitute a separate party. This La Follette 
hloc, as was repeatedly demonstrated during 
the last session of Congress, holds the bal- 
ance of power. 


In the Senate each member has a vote, and 
the choice is between the two highest candi- 
dates. There would be a deadlock only in 
case of a tie vote, 48 to 48. 

Bryan would have 43 certain votes from 
Democratic Senators (including Wheeler) 
and Dawes would have 43 certain votes from 
regular Republican Senators. There would 
be 10 doubtful votes. Among the doubtful 
votes I have included, tentatively, the votes 
of Borah and Couzens, who are not of the La 
Follette group, but who show independent 
leanings. 

Norris, who, though frequently with La 
Follette, is not beholden to La Follette or 
anybody else save Norris, is also included. 
His sometimes radical colleague, Howell, has 
announced his allegiance to Coolidge. 

Another who sometimes goes along with 
La Follette is Peter Norbeck of South Dako- 
ta, and he, too, for the purposes of this il- 
lustration, is placed in the doubtful list. 

There are four, then, who might be classed 
as doubtful. Give all of these votes to Dawes 
and he would have 47, or two short of a 
majority. 

The six others of the doubtfuls are La Fol- 
lette himself; Brookhart of Iowa; Ladd and 
Frazier, the two Non-Partisan League Sena- 
tors from North Dakota, who are support- 
ing the La Follette-Wheeler ticket, and Ship- 
stead and Johnson of Minnesota, the two 
Farmer-Labor Senators. 


Six Sentors La Follette Minimum 


These six votes look like bedrock La Fol- 
lette strength. With them he could throw 
the election to Bryan, giving the Democratic 
candidate a total of 49 votes. That La Fol- 
lette would do so is probable, for Bryan is 
much closer to the type of man that La Fol- 
lette wants for President than is Dawes. 

From this calculation, it is easy to con- 
ceive the possibility of a deadlock in the 
Senate, through a tie vote. It is not a prob- 
ability, but one of the possibilities to be reck- 
oned with. ese 

A tie might be produced in either of two 
ways: fortuitously, or by design of La Fol- 
lette. It is unlikely that he would deliber- 
ately engineer a tie, but, assuming he has 
the grip on his followers which he appears 
to have, and assuming no trading between 
the regular Republicans and the Democrats, 
it clearly would be in his power to effect a 
tie. He could make the count 48 to 48 by 
throwing one of his six votes to Dawes and 
five to Bryan.

LAW OR LAWLESSNESS. 

In Tuesday's primary election the people of Mis- 
sour! will have to choose between tolerance and in- 
tolerance, between government by law and govern- 
ment by lawlessness. 

That is the issue. The decision turns on the sélec- 
tion of the Democratic candidate for Governor. 

There are seven candidates for the gubernatorial 
vomination—three Republicans and four Democrats. 
None of the Republican candidates has frankly de- 
clared his position on the real issue before the peo- 
ple. Two of the Democratic candidates have been 
similarly evasive. One Democratic candidate, Mr. 
Moore, has denounced the klan, but has dodged the 
prohibition question. The only candidate in the entire 
field that has squarely met the issue is Judge Priest 
of St. Louis, by his unequivocal opposition to the 
reign of the masked klan and to the rule of intol- 
erance as embodied in the Antisaloon League. 

The Post-Dispatch has exposed the klan’s slate 
which that organization hoped to keep secret. It is 
noteworthy that all of the candidates of both parties 
whom the klan has indorsed deny membership in the 
klan or any knowledge of the klan’s approval. But 
with the exceptions named none of them denounces 
the klan or declares against the klan’s vicious and 
destructive principles of government by terrorism 
and lawless violence. The failure of those candidates 
to denounce this order means that they are playing 
for the klan vote. If they are conscientiously op- 
posed to the klan they are smothering their .con- 
sciences and suppressing their convictions in order 
to promote their ambitions. And it must fairly be 
concluded that men who are willing to pay such a 
fearful price for office will be no less willing to 
compromise with their conscience when they get into 
office. 

To the citizen who sincerely belfeves {n our const!- 
tutional form of government the statement of a klan- 
indorsed candidate that he does not belong to the 
klan is not sufficient. Sincerity and true fitness 
for public office require him_to state frankly his 
attitude towards the klan. Does he consider it an 
evil thing, an assault upon the fundamentals of 
Americanism, a misguided, dangerous movement 
which will inevitably destroy the constitutional guar- 
antees of all citizens unless it is repulsed and over- 
thrown? The candidate who so believes but declines 
to say so is no more worthy of public trust than is 
the candidate who secretly sympathizes with the 
klan, but for political purposes, withholds such 
acknowledgment. The only candidate for office who 
is worthy of the support of law-abiding citizens is 
the man who is opposed to intolerance of any kind 
and courageously says so. 

The Post-Dispatch, therefore, reiterates that Judge 
Priest alone of all the contestants for the nomination 
for Governor fully meets the requirements of sane, 
liberal, fundamental Americanism. As such he 
makes a broader appeal to the electorate than any 
other candidate of either party. The Post-Dispatch 
has no desire to tell the Democratic party what to 
do. But no man who knows the a, b, c's of politics 
will question the statement that Judge Priest, if 
nominated by the Demoécrats, will poll a far larger 
Republican vote than would any other Democratic 
candidate and a far bigger independent vote. It is 
a fair inference that Judge Priest's nomination would 
make St. Louis a Democratic city by from 40,000 to 
50,000, would help the entire Democratic State ticket 
and the Democratic national ticket—a consideration 
that ought to merit the serious thought of Democratic 
leaders. 

The forces of liberalism throughout Missouri, re- 
gardiess of party affiliation, would support a candi- 
date of Judge Priest’s refreshing courage, fine abil- 
ity and true Americanism. His nomination, in our 
judgment, would proclaim to the nation the liberal- 
ism of Missouri, its predominant tolerance, its faith 
in and adherence to government by law. 
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BLACKSTONE IN THE NEWS. 

Blackstone, author of the famous commentaries, 
broke into the news the other day. Reference to him 
by one of the State's attorneys in the Chicago murder 
case evoked from Mr. Darrow, chief counsel for the 
defense, that the great commentator was still good in 
spots, but only in spots. Meantime reports of the 
ceremonial unveiling of a monument to Blackstone in 
London quoted our former Attorney-General, Mr. 
Wickersham, as saying that Thomas Jefferson derived 
his inspiration for the Declaration of Independence 
from the immortal commentaries. 

To both judgments exception may be filed. There 
is, for instance, the statement of Elihu Root that he 
owed his success in the law to the fact that he had 


copied the commentaries word for word in fonghand, 
not once but three times, and that never a year had 
passed since his admission to the bar that he had 
not read the tome. 

In the face of such testimony from such a witness, 
it is submitted that even as eminent a person in law 
and letters as Mr. Darrow would probably approach 
the task of editing Blackstone with hesitancy and 
humility. 

The layman, however, will be mystified by Mr. 
Wickersham’s discovery that Blackstone was the in- 
spiration of the Declaration of Independence. It 
is well known that Jefferson regarded Blackstone 
as a reactionary, and there is no discernible kinship 
between the radical philosophy of the Declaration and 
the orthodox property gospel of the commentaries. 
Not by Blackstone but by Locke, and more by 
Rousseau, was Jefferson influenced. 

But Blackstone, after a century of slumber, fs not 
likely to be disturbed by Darrow’s disparagement or 
embarrassed by Wickersham’s fulsomeness. 
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THE FATHER BRENNAN MEMORIAL. 


One of the moé&st historic patches of ground fn St. 
Louis fs the site of SS. Mary and Joseph Chitirch, on 
Pennsylvania and Minnesota avenues and Iron and 
Kansas streets. In 1767 the first settlers of the old 
town of Carondelet set aside this site for a place of 
worship. It has been used ever since for this and 
no other purpose. 

One of the best known and honored personages of 
this city is Father Martin S. Brennan, pastor of 8S. 
Mary and Joseph, who, having served 54 years, is 
the oldest in point of service of any priest in St. 
Louls. While performing the regular duties of parish 
priest he has become an internationally renowned 
astronomer. He has spent his entire life in this city 
and plans to devote the remainder of his days to 
service on this historic site. 

What could be more appropriate, then, than to 
construct a memorial associating Father Brennan's 
name forever with this hallowed ground? The 
project is to erect new structures to replace the old, 
with additional improvements for use and beautifica- 
tion. It will be undertaken by the Monsignor Bren- 
nan Society. It will have the hearty indorsement of 
all St. Loufsans who appreciate Father Brennan's 
place and work and will be prized as a civic and 
historical asset. 
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THE CHANNEL TUNNEL. 


It must have required much moral courage on the 
part of the British Premier, Ramsay MacDonald, to 
decide against building a tunnel under the English 
Channel. Here was a project thoroughly seasoned, 
since it had been under profound consideration for 40 
years. Its feasibility was confirmed by the ablest en- 
gineering judgment of the day. It was supported by 
a majority of the House of Commons, to which a 
Prime Minister must look for his existence. It as- 
sured employment for at least five years for 12,000 
men, a big thing in a country filled with unemploy- 
ment as England is today. 

Before the World War it was estimated that were 
the tunnel in operation it would be possible to send 
40,000 troops with all their horses, guns and other 
military equipment from England into France in two 
weeks. In the latest report filed, because of im- 
provements developed by the war, the chief transport 
officer of the British army says 40,000 men with their 
impedimenta could be transported to France in three 
days. 

On the commission which finally decided against 
the building of a tunnel were Premier MacDonald 
and all the living ex-Premiers of Great Britain. Be- 
fure them were laid the advantages and disadvantages 
of the tunnel in the light of modern improvements 
in the sciences of war and aviation. England, they 
were told, is no longer an island, since hostile air- 
craft have appeared above London, and will appear 
again should there be another war. The magnificent 
isolation which made Britain great is gone, they were 
told. 

These arguments did not sway the commission. 
The decision not to build a tunnel was made unan- 
imously, and the deciding factor, it was announced, 
was that it could not be demonstrated that a satis- 
tactory defense of the tunnel against an invader could 
be made. The same objection was brought against 
the project 40 years ago, and in the opinion of the 
leading men of England is valid today. This project, 
along with many another, must wait for a better un- 
derstanding between nations, and the establishing of 
confidence,

By the Associated Press. 

BAYFIELD, Wis., Aug. 3.—In- 
dian, missionary and exploration

Who Would Call Extra Session. 

And in the contingency which 
has been described, there mightn't 
be any President to call one, and, 
if there were, would he call a ses- 
sion that might oust him from his 
job? One gets dizzy trying to fol- 
low the ramifications of the possi- 
bilities that La Follette has 
opened up. 

To return to the main track: 
The present law wouldn't permit 
the new Senate to start balloting 
immediately. But this law could 
be changed. The Constitution (ar- 
ticle 1, section 4, clause 2), says 
that Congress shall assemble year- 
ly *‘on the first Monday in Decem- 
ber, unless they shall by law ap- 
point a different day.’ Senator 
Walsh points out that the present 
Congress, if it gets into a jam over 
the election of the President, could 
pass a law for the assembling of 
the next Congress vn or about 
March 5, so that the balloting could 
proceed with only a slight gap. He 
thinks that, ff the problem arises, 
this might be the best solution. 

What of the succession act of 
1886? The chance of a deadlock 
over the presidency has caused a 
lot of intensive study of this act. 
by means of which Congress sought 
to make sure there would be no 
gap in the administration of the 
presidential office. It provides that 
“in case of removal, death. resigna- 
tion or inability of both the Presi- 
dent and the Vice President” the 
Secretary of State shall perform 
the duties of the office, and after 
the Secretary of State, the Secre- 
tary of the Treasury, and so0 on 
down the Cabinet line. 


Some authorities hold that this 
act would apply in the event of 
such a deadlock as has been de- 
scribed. Senator Curtis of Kan- 
sas, Republican whip of the Sen- 
ate, is one of these. Curtis holds 
that the President, being elected 
for a four-year term, prescribed by 
the Constitution, must step out on 
March 4, but that, if there be no 
successor ready to step into office 
on that date, the Secretary of State 
fille the gap. The Secretary, he 
says, does not necessarily go out 
with the President, but remains a 

“de facto” officer until his suc- 
cessor is appointed and has quali- 
fied. 

Curtis disagreed with Walsh as 
to the possibility of turning back 
the clock in the Senate. He thinks 
this could only be done by unani- 
mous consent, which would not be 
obtainable.

All Due to Use of Water at 
Resorts and Cottages 
Along the Meramec.

Health Department tests as having

beginning of the outing season this 


number of cases of typhoid coming 
to the attention of the department, 
Health Commissioner Starkloff has 
issued a warning, cautioning all | 
who take water m the springs | 
and wells along e Meramec to 
doll ft before using ft for drink- 


ing purposes. 
With the warning of the com-

missioner goes an offer to aid in 
stamping out the typhoid bacilli in 
the water supply of the river 
camps. In this the Water Depart- 
ment has offered to co-operate. 
Both the Health Department and 
the Water Department have of- 
fered to send out men to examine, 
gratuitously, any eprings or wells 
brought to their attention or to test 
| water sent them. 
| The 11 deaths from typhoid, in the 
records of the Health Department, 
| come out of a total number of 52 
| cases reported since April 1. last. 
| At least four of the cases and one 
fet the deaths are known to 
lhave been caused by water taken 
from the springs around Fern Gies. 
|All of the rest of the cases Lad 
their beginning at other points 
al ong the Meramec. Not one 
source of typhoid has been found 
within the city over a period of 
time considerably longer than the 
‘one given. 

“The Health Department ts sadly 
handicapped in the handling of 


these cases,” sald Commissioner 
|Starkloff yesterday, “because we 
cannot readily get the source of 
the disease. The first warning. of 
course, to campers and tourists, 
should be to protect themselves 
against typhoid by being vacci- 
nated. But if people were not so 
easily enticed by the clear and 
sparkling water of a spring or the 
cold water of a well and would 
exercise proper caution and boil 
all such water before drinking it, 
they could undoubtedly avoid the 
disease.

As has been 
pointed out frequently, the Demo- 
cratic Senators who come up this 
year are practically ail from the 
South, where election is a matter 
of course, while the Republicans 
in the same situation are nearly eae)! 
from doubtful States. To put it 
mathematically, there are eleven 
Republican Senators whose re-elec- 
tion is a matter of doubt and only 
two Democrats who are in the 
least danger. 

After the experience of the past 
year, when the Republican Presi- 
dent was without what Mr. Lodge 
calls a “coherent majority,” on 
which account nothing could be 
settled, the conservatives, regard- 
less of party, dread the thought of 
four years more of that sort of 
thing. A Republican victory means 
that the La Follette group again 
has the balance of power; Demo- 
eratic success means that this 
group. becomes simply a sub-fac- 
tion of the minority. 

Moreover, the very grave chance 
that La Follette will get enough 
electoral votes to throw the elec- 
tion’ into Congress constitutes an- 
other argument against Mr. Cool- 
idge's election. Nobody outside the 
insurgent ranks looks with equan- 
imity on the prospect of the con- 
fusion that would result. The 
House, voting by States, is incapa- 
ble of chosing a President: the 
Senate, thanks to the presence of 
the La Follette group, may like- 
wise fail to select a Vice President.

PLEA in mitigation often

Out of the 80 or more 
operettas composed by Victor Her- 
bert, the association has produced 
four — “The Fortune Teller,” 
“Sweethearts,” “Naughty Mariet- 
ta” and “Babes in Toyland.” There 
have been only three of the light 
operas of Reginald de Koven— 
“Robin Hood,” “The Highway- 
man” and “The Fencing Master.” 


Of the numerous Gilbert and 
Eullivan operettas—which, in ad- 
dition to their Morartian music, 
possess the most brilliant lbrettos 
in any langauge—the association 
has presented only “The Mikado.”

“I often stall 
my engine when I am driving in 
traffic, but nobody knows the dif- 
ference. Stalling is often due to 
carelessness. Perhaps I am too 
interested in conversation. Or iI 
may be trying to drive too slowly 
in high gear. 


“But that is not the point. When 
you stall it is not a question of why 
you stalled, but of how to get 
started again—and started quickly. 
Take your performance back at the 
crossing, for example. Why did 
you switch off the ignition? You 
only had to switch it on again. 
Why did you pull on the emer- 
gency brake? You were on level 
ground and the car had almost 
enough momentum to carry it off 


the car tracks. Why did you leave 
the gears in ‘neutral’? You might 
just as well have shifted on 
through to ‘low’, because you had 
to do that eventually. With the 
clutch out and the gears back in 
‘low’ and the car just rolling for- 
ward slightly, you could have 
pressed your right foot on the 
starter button, let in the clutch and 
proceeded without blocking the 
traffic at all. 


“But to avoid the trouble of go- 
ing through this procedure, it is 
best to slip the gears in ‘second’ 
when you are siowing up behind 
other cars or coming to a stop. 
Then you are safe, for the gears 
are all set for low speed or even 
for starting. It is permissible to 
start a car in second speed pro- 
viding the engine is warm and the 
street level.”’ 

Just then we got into a line of 
ears which moved first at a snail's 
pace and then with quick starts 
and stops. At my suggestion 
Smith tried running straight along 
in “second” without trying to shift

The Department's letter reads as 
follows: 

July 24, 1924. 
All Supervisors of Radio: 

Sirs—Effective this date you 
are authorized to issue general 
and restricted amateur radio 
station licenses to permit the use 
of any one or all of the follow- 
ing bands of short wave lengths: 
75 to 80 meters, 49 to 43 meters, 
20 to 22 meters, 4 to 5 meters, 
in addition to the band 150 to 
200 meters, povided application 
is made by the owner of the sta- 
tion, which station must be pre- 
pared to use the wave length, or 
wave lengths, requested. 

The use of continuous wave 
telegraphy only will be permit- 
ted on wave lengths other than 
50 to 290 meters and the anten- 
na circuit must not be directly 
coupled to the ttansmitting cir- 
cult. 

Silent hours will not be re- 
quired of amateurs while using 
the wave lengths within the 
above bands below 80 meters. 
except where the transmitting 
Station is so situated as to pro- 
duce objectionable interference 
with other services. 

Hereafter special amateur sta- 
tions will not use wave lengths 
above 200 meters. They may be 
authorized to use the band wave 
lengths from 105 to 119 meters 
in addition to the wave lengths 
within the bands authorized for 
use, where the spectal amateurs 
use. where the special amtavers 
are engaged in conducting tests 
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with Government or commercial 
stations 

General, restricted and special! 
amateur stations will be permit- 
ted to use the entire band of 
wave lengths from 150 to 2069 
meters employing pure C. W.. 
spark and modulated forms of 
transmission. 

It should be made clear to the 
amateurs that the authority 
granted above is necessarily ten- 
tative because of the rapid de- 
velopment taking place in radio 
communication and the bands 
of wave lengths authorized may 
be changed whenever in the 
opinion of the Secretary of Com- 
merce such change is necessary.

‘ LL the world has pitied the former 
Ace= Princess Louisa of Saxony, even 
while it shook its head over the succes- 
give escapades with which she has enlivened 
European news for more than two decades. 
From the day when she, the mother of five 
ehildren, ran away from her soldier-husband, 
then Crown Prince Frederick Augustus, un- 
til ber recent discovery in a drab suburb 
of Brussels, old, destitute and embittered, 
peddling embroideries and teaching English 
to Belgian girls, to buy her scanty food, sym- 
pathy has mingled with censure, and she 
stands in the public mind as a wayward 
and unhappy figure, rather than a sinister 


gne. 

Paradoxically, Frederick Augustus has 
bane in for his share of sympathy, too. If 

made life miserable for her, she made 

e tolerably uncomfortable for him. 

Recent dispatches, however, have revealed 
that one of the most tragic figures in the 
faxon drama has gone unheeded and un- 
pitied. Announcement that George, eldest 
300 of Louisa, who after Frederick's acces- 
aion to the throne was in his turn Crown 
Prince until the German revolution, is about 
to take the vows of priesthood to expiate his 
mother’s sins, has suddenly opened the eyes 
of the thoughtless. 

The story of Princess Louisa is so strange 
that it ‘will bear retelling. 

She was born in 1870, the daughter of 
Grand Duke Ferdinand and Grand Duchess 
gilice of Tuscany, and grew up at the family 
ecastie in Salzburg. Her uncle was John Orth, 
who abandoned his title to ship as a common 
Pailor, and the mystery of whose disappear- 
ance has furnished the world with recurrent 
romances ever since She was a beauty, a 
flirt and an intellectual rebel. She and her 
brother, Leopold Ferdinand, enjoyed shoek- 
fing their staid Austrian relatives by declaring 
themselves free-thinkers and democrats. 

In alarm, her parents married her at 21 to 
Crown Prince Frederick Augustus of Sarony, 
17 years older than she, and about as emo- 
tional as a craven image, apparentir. Of any 
hope for love she was disillusioned within 24 
bours after the marriage, she told friends. 
Nevertheless, she lived with him for 11 very 
unhappy years, in which she bore him five 
children. and so scandalized her royal! father- 
in-law by bicycling in bloomers, reading Tol- 
stoy and Nietzeche and indulging in friend- 
ships with other men. that he talked of put- 
ting her im an insane asylum Whereupon. 
@n Dec. 12, 1902, Princess Louisa disappeared 
from Dresden. taking three of her childrens 
with her. and was found 10 days later at 
Geneva in company with Prof. Andre Giron, 
her children’s tutor, a Belgian. several years 
her junior, whose friendship had been one of 
those to which her husband and father-in-law 
objected.

New York critics were 
well disposed, but his first American concert, 
given at Carnegie Hall, Jan. 15, 1901, was a 
disappointment and subseqrent ones did not 
redeem it. “He is a pretty boy. and plays 
like ome,” wrote one critic. Several noticed 
and spoke of his peculiar attraction for wom- 
en. He himself said frankly that he could 
piay better for women than for men. 

When Loulsa met him, tn 18907. he was 
23 and she was 36. A year later they eloped 
and shortly afterward a son was born to 
them. 

This marriage ended al! relations between 
Louisa and her own or ber husband's family 
Her allowance of $10.000 a year was contin- 


wed only on condition that she give up little 


Monica. This she finally did. Cut by even 
the friends who had remained loyal after the 
Giron episode, living in a shabby hotel fn 
Fiesole, nevertheless for a time Louisa seemed 
happy: but the tnevitable soon happened. To- 
selli told ber she was too old to attract him 
longer. 

Meanwhile, however, she had been writing 
her memoirs, and all the excitement which 
her previous exploits had caused paled to 
nothing beside the agitation that shook social 
Europe to its foundations at the prospect of 
its revelations. Kaiser Wilhelm forbade cir- 
culation of the book; friends of the Saxon 
royal family pleaded with the Princess iz 
vain. In a preface she said: “I am writing 
this story of my life, not for the benefit of « 
sensation-ioving public, but that the revela- 
Goms contained thereim may some dag reach 


the ears of my sons, who will soon be able to 
reason for themselves. Doubtless, as years 
go by. some unjust account of their mother’s 
life will be drilled into them and that is what 
I desire to remedy.” 

As a matter of fact. the memoirs betrayed 
fewer secrets than had been feared: but coutt 
circles had not drawn a long breath before 
they were again horrified by the production of 
an operetta. “The Naughty Princess,” com- 
posed by Toselli, for which it was said Louisa 
supplied the libretto from her own experi- 
ences. Not even this new scandal made the 
operetta a success. but its faflure had hardly 
been recorded when out came Toselli's mem- 
oirs, under the title “Life With a Royal High- 
ness,” in which he got entirely even with his 
wife for certain references to him and his 
family tn her book. 

Finally the courts gave Toselli a divorce 
and the custody of their son and Europe, ex- 
bausted, hoped for a rest. 


Louisa was 43. Of seven children. two hus- 
bands and a lover, not one remained to her. 
Bat she was still untamed. She spoke with 
humorous philosophy of her vicissitudes. “We 
Hapsburgs,” she once said. “sometimes are 
seized by a curious mania for self-effacement. 
and so I chose to marry « man who boasted 
no pride of ancestry and possessed no worid- 
ly wealth.”

The Boy Who Saw With His Inner Eye the 
Forgotten Glories of Carthage the Great 


The following account of a strange experience 
was written by Leo Perutz, for the New Free 
Press, a daily paper of Vienna, and was printed 
in. that paper on June 1. This translation ts 
taken from the Living Age. 

N the broad, limitless uplands which 
()»-: the name of Carthage, one can still 

find herds of goats, scattered Arab huts, 
end hordes of begging children, but no block 
of stone, no fragment of wall to wake a mem- 
ory of an ancient mistress of the sea. There 
is a little village of colonists, half European, 
that calls itself Salammbo in honor of Flau- 
bert. and there is a way station on the elec- 
tric railway which cuts its way between the 
tills that has assumed the haughty name 
of Hamilcar. The archeologist will find in 
the theological seminary of St. Louls a col- 
lection of antiquities—Egyptian, Etruscan, 
Greek. old and modern Punic and Roman— 
arranged in display cases of glass and wood, 
cpen on Monday, Thursday, Friday and Sat- 
urday from 2 to 5:30 p. m. Somewhere be- 
hind the hills, lost in the underbrush, one 
can find scattered fragments of a late Ro- 
man theater, and that is all time has left 
of vanished magnificence. 

He who would find ancient Carthage with 
its pillared halls, its inscriptions, the flights 
of marble steps leading up to its altars of 
burnt sacrifice, and the granite blocks of the 
temples of its Baale—such a man, I was told, 
must go far back from the coast to Kair- 
wan, the city favored of the gods, and must 
seek out the mosque of Sidi Akbar. The 
ancient shrine of Islam lies in the northern 
end of the city, surrounded by gigantic walis, 
as if it were fortress. Hasan Ibn-el-Noman, 
the conueror and destroyer of Carthage, who 
built these walls 1200 years ago, had no 
need to be sparing of limestone ashlars and 
granite blocks. The upland along the sea- 
coast, the silent desert called Carthage, 
through which today the goatherds wander, 
gave him all the material he needed in order 


to build this eternal monument to his god. 

Behind the mighty doorway a white-beard- 
ed Arab, custodian of the mosque, was wait- 
ing for me. He led me into the prayer-room. 
Here is Carthage. 

Here is Carthage. Here is gathered to- 
gether all that remains of the splendor and 
the riches of the city’s kings. Here they 
stand, witnesses and survivors of 4 van- 
ished world. In this endless twilight stand 
an army of pillars wrought in onyx, marble, 
porphyry, and granite. These stone steps 
may once have led to the temple of Esemun 
or Astarte. These buttresses stood on the 
citadel around which raked the last despair- 
ing combat, and these flagstones with Punic 
inscriptions must once have adorned the 
swarming market place of Carthage. On these 
gleaming bluish marble slabs there are still 
traces of the ruts worn by ancient carts. 

Here is all that now remains of the Punic 
world. Here and here alone—and yet I can- 
not see Carthage. I see stones and pillars, & 
but I can}form no picture of the busy and 
warlike city. They are changed, _ out 
of their period, wrenched away from Ahe life 
that created them. They have forgotten their 
vanished gods, Baal and Astart¢g, and they 
ell stand there like renegad ithout mem- 
ory, serving the fame of another god who 
never dies and who knows no shadow of the 
change of all things. leave the prayer room 
disillusioned. Even here I have sought Car- 
thage in vain. Even here I have found only

The spark camera is, of course, exceedingly intri- 
cate and delicate. It has been brought to its present 
efficacy by Philip P. Quayle of the Bureau of 
Standards, who designed and operated the appa- 
ratus. 

The principle upon which this method of photog- 
raphy is based can be described as follows: 

A bullet is fired past a photographic plate and an 
intensel@® bright electric spark is discharged which 
causes the shadow to be impressed upon the sénsi- 
tive plate. No lens nor shutter is used. The plate 
is placed openly in a dark room after the apparatus 
has been adjusted. No ray of light can reach the 
plate except that proceeding from the spark which 
is set off automatically when the gun is fired. 

A potential of about 200,000 volts is used to sup- 
ply the spark, which is so potent that it will jump 
across a gap four or five inches. wide like a minia- 
ture flash of lightning. The apparatus by which 
such a potential is developed consists of a static fect 
_ electric generator and a large battery of Leyden a-sufficient potential to zm 
jars. discharged just as the bullet 

The static generator is driven by Bn electric speed of 2700 feet a 
motor and is equipped with a safety valve whereby . ‘= two-mllionths 
the current is cut off when the 
battery is sufficiently charged. 

The operation of the apparatus 

is entirely automatic. When the 
operator is prepared to take a pic- 
ture he starts the electric motor 
which operates the static machine. 
When a sufficiently high charge 
has been built up a lever arm, op- 
erated on the principle of an elec- 
trometer, is swung around, auto- 
matically closing a switch which 
prevents an additional chafge 
from being impressed on the bat- 
tery, and a small, red electric lamp 
ts lighted, signifying that the ap- 
paratus is all ready.

Mr. Jackson submitted to the court that he could 
lawfully use such restraint. According to the af- 
fidavit of the married sister of Mrs. Jackson, the 
husband appeared outside the church, when the 
congregation were coming out, with “his face al- 
most covered with a black wrap.” He was accom- 
panied by two young men and a struggle ensued, but 
Mrs. Jackson was eventually forced into a carriage, 
which drove away. Other affidavits were read and 
the Judges had an interview with Mfrs. Jackson in 
their private room. When their lordships returned 
to court, judgment was given that Mrs. Jackson 
should be set at liberty, the effect of the decision 
being that a husband cannot lawfully take posses- 
sion of his wife by force and detain her when she 
has willfally absented herself from his house and 
refused him conjugal rights. Lord Halsbury, in his 
jutigtment, said that he could not find that it was the 
law that an English wife was the mere slave of her 
husband, a mere chattel with which he might do 
what he pleased. —

Then 
there were two loud knocks on the door, three inside 
the room, three more on the door, and finally a pro- 
longed rapping on the second floor, 40 raps at least. 
This lasted two and one-half minutes. At that mo- 
ment everybody heard something like a cry, or a 
long-drawn trumpet cail, andible above the storm. 
It seemed to me to come from outside. A little while 
afterward everybody heard a long shriek, and then 
anot™er, as of a woman outside calling for help. At 
1:45 we suddenly heard three or four loud cries in 
the hall, and then on the staircase. We all got up 
and went roand inspecting carefully. At 2:30 there 
was a galloping in the passage.

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It is even suggested by a learned archeologist. and antiquarian that a cup con- 
tained within this silver vessel of the first century of the Christian era may 
be the Holy Grail, from which Jesus and His Disciples drank at the Last 
Supper, and which has been the theme of poets and painters for many cen- 
turies—The chalice and inner cup are now in America, and a copy of remark- 


able book, recently published, has reached the library of the City Art Mu- 
seum in St. Louis, wherein is told the history of the discovery of this sacred 
work of art, with arguments tending to show its premier importance =: 


NE of the world’s most remarkable 
books, and one of the costliest of works 
fresh from the press, has been received 
by the librarian of the City Art Museum 
in St. Louis. To say that “The Great 
Chalice of Antioch” is the title, Dr. Gus- 
tavus A. Eisen the author and $175 the 
price of this treasure in two volumes recently pub- 
lished in New York, means little or nothing to the 
average reader. But when it is explained that Dr. 
Eisen, a distinguished antiquarian scholar, has in- 
corporated in this work his evidences, arguments 
and conclusions to the effect that a certain silver cup 
known as the Great Chalice of Antioch, now in New 
York, is the earliest of all Christian relics, and that 
quite possibly a smaller vessel contained in the 
chalice may be the Holy Grail itself—then the 
average reader is disposed to take special notice; 
for the Holy Grail, according to legend, was the 
dish from which Jesus ate at the Last Supper, or 
the cup from which He and His disciples drank 
om that occasion, and the quest of this sacred cup 
or plate has been a favorite topic with poets and 
painters for many centuries. 

The most widely known treatment of this topic in 
poetry is by Tennyson, in “Idylis of the King.” 
Wagner’s great musical drama, “Parsifal,” is found- 
ed upon one version of the same sacred legend. The 
troubadours, or trouveres, of Southern France, in 
the eleventh and twelfth centuries, also used the 
Holy Grail as a subject for their songs and ballads; 
and from time to time poets and musicians of many 
lands have turned to the same body of legends for 
inspiration and painters have depicted om canvases 
of memorable distinction some scenes in the legend- 
ary quest. 

Dr. Eisen, carried forward by his burning enthusi- 
asm, suggests the theory that this immer cup is in- 
deed the Holy Grail; though in the nature of things 
this suggestion is incapable of being turned into 
authentic proof. Leaving aside that suggestion, the 
Great Chalice of Antioch itself i indubitably one 
of the very rarest of Christian relics, and as such it 
is entitled to the most respectful study of all persons 
who are moved spiritually by any tangible and vis- 
ible survival of the early period of Christianity. 

Recently one of the present owners of the chalice, 
Fahim Kouchakji, lectured here at the City Art 
Museum on the relic, which now is in the keep- 
ing of Kouchakji Bros., art collectors, in New York, 
and publishers of the elaborate monograph by Dr. 
Eisen. The history of the chalice, so far as that 
is established through researches by archeologists 
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hand. Dr. Eisen gfves at great length the grounds 
a his identifications, which are extremely ingen- 
ous. 


The workmanship of’ the chalice is exquisite. It . 


is Greek in its conception and execution, but the 
symbols are only such as are to be found in the 
Bible, and not those subsequently invented by Chris- 
tiams. For example, the principal symbol is the 
vine, which is in 12 main stems. The perfection of the 
workmanship may occasion some doubts concerning 
Dr. Bisen’s attribution of the chalice to the first cen- 
tury A. D., but, without expressing any opinion, we 
may say that Dr. Eisen has brought together an 
immense array of evidence and wealth of persua- 
sive argument to support his view, which he is not 
Singular in holding. The chalice stands seven and 
one-half inches high, and consists of an ovoid bowl 
supported by a low and narrow foot-stand. This 
form is strong evidence of early date, as it is known 
to have been generally superseded at the end of the 
first century. 

Dr. Eisen suggests that the chalice may have been 
one of the vessels hidden by Theodoritus, who was 
martyred for concealing from Julian the Apostate 
some object of great importance among the treasure 
of the Basilica of Constantine in Antioch. 

But what strikes fhe imagination even more than 
the consideration of the chalice itself and the 
thought that it depicts Christ as He actually was, is 
the further suggestion made by Dr. Eisen respect- 
ing the inner cup contained in the chalice. This 
inner cup is of crude worknfanship, without decora- 
tion and not of fine mé¢tal, and the question natural- 


" ly arises, Why should so crude an object be guarded 


with such care, in such a splendid holder—the finest 
tiftat human art could procure? Dr. Eisen answers 
that question by suggesting not only that the inner 
cup is a most precious relic, but that it is indeed the 
Holy Grail iteelf, the cup which Christ used at the 
Last Supper at the institution of the Sacrament of 
Holy Communion. Certainly it is difficult, if the 
genuineness of the chalice be allowed, to account 
for the presentation in such manner, intact and un- 
altered, of a vessel so imperfect, crude and intrin- 
sically valueless, except by assuming that the maker 
of the chalice believed the inner cup, for which it 
serves as a reliquary, to have been, in some way or 
other, a precious. relic of the person of Christ and 
His Apostles, too sacred to be altered, too precious, 
perhaps, to be even used. 

Dr. Eisen examines carefully the many legends 
and traditions respecting the Holy Grail, and shows 
that they were not centered, as is sometimes sug- 
gested, upon an idea, but upon an actual object. 

The monograph deals exhaustively with the artistic 
details of the chalice, and includes dynamic analyses 
of the decoration and an application to the portraits 
of the principle of “oceulted spirals.” : 

In a recent issue of the Cambridge Review ap- 
pears an article by Arthur Bernard Cook, M. A., in 
which the scholarly writer assigns the chalice to a 
period slightly later than that for which Dr. Eisen 
argues. Mr. Cook writes, in part: ~ ; 

“Early in the year 1910 certain Arabs, who were 
digging a cellar or a well at Antioch, on the Orontes 
River, lit upon underground chambers partially 
choked with debris. In the debris were embedded 
various objects of value.* In addition to the chalice 
of carved silver that forms the theme of this article, 
there was a second chalice of ea 
plain silver with inscriptions 
of the sixth or seventh cen- 
tury A. D. * * * Since 
the spot where these objects 
were discovered was, accord- 


over itself and left with uneven edge; an outer shel] 
or container of carved open-work, for which the 
inner bow! serves as a background; and a support, 
comprising ball and foot, turned on the lathe out of 
a solid block of silver. The inner bowl was wholly 
unadorned and was, when founé, quite distinct and 
separable from the outer shell: the two have since 
been cemented together for fear of breakage. 
7 %* * Twelve spaces are reserved in the foliage 
for as many seated persons, arranged in two hori- 
zontal alternating rows. These 12 persons fall into 
two distinct groups, of which one occupies the front, 
the other the back of the chalice. On the obverse 
side Christ appears as a beardless man, enthroned, 
with a lamb standing at his right hand. Above his 
head descends the Spirit in the form of a dove. His 
arms are spread crosswise; and his right hand is 
extended towards a plate containing two fish, seven 
loaves, a head of wheat (7?) and sundry leaflets of 
palm (7). Beneath his footstool .an eagle with 
spread wings rests upon a basket of more than five 
loaves. And round Him are ranged five of His 
followers, who raise their arms as_before. The 
disciples have undeniably portrait heads deserving 
of close individual study. * * * Finally, the 
upper part of the shell is encirtled by a narrow strip 
of thin silver, to which are attached 57 rosettes. in- 
terrupted by a single significant star. It should be 
noticed that the chalice, long after it was made, came 
to be gilded, and that at two different dates. 
* je %* There are no inscriptions on the chalice. 
But, between the first and the second gildings, upon 
many, if not all, of the chairs were added poorly 
seratched graffiti representing a variety of emblems, 
which—if they can be deciphered—may aid in the 
difficult task of identifying the persons portfhyed. 
> . . . 

“No vessel of exactly the same shape and pro- 
portions as the Antiochean chalice is known of a 
date later than the first century A. D. Such cups 
proved to be topheavy and were abandoned for 
others of a more stable sort. 

“Again, many points of the chalice design find 
their best parallels in the silver work of the first 
century. A cup in the Boscoreale treasure repre- 
sents Augustus twice over, enthroned on the ob- 
verse face as master of the world, and seated on 
the reverse side to receive submission of the Ger- 
mans: the pose of the former figure is almost ex- 
actly that of Christ on the chalice (Reinach, Rep- 
ertoire de Reliefs i. 92 ff.).~.Eminently character- 
istic of first-century relief is the natural rendering 
of plants and animals. * * * Whether the 
same can be said of the portrait figures if more prob- 
lematic. * * * Qn the whole it may be con- 
ceded that the style of the seated figure suits best 
the latter part of the first century A. D., the Flavian . 
or at latest the Trajanic age. 

“But Dr. Eisen, who has succeeded in making 
out a strong case for an early date, is prepared to 
go further in the same direction. * * * With 
the fall of Jerusalem Antioch became the main cen- 
ter of Christianity in the East. And, if so, the inner 
bowl of the chalice was not improbably brought 
thither from Jerusalem, where it may well have been 
the very vessel used in Apostolic times by the infant 
church. Indeed, a presumption is raised that it was 
none other than the actual Cup of the Last

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ing to local tradition, the site 
‘of an ancient cathedral, it is clear that we have to 
do with a church treasure buried either accidentally 
by earthquake or intentionally to escape some threat- 
ened danger. The treasure trove, at first divided 
among the finders and widely dispersed (two pieces 
were carried off to Mesopotamia), wag recovered 
piecemeal by Messrs. S. and C. Kouchakji and for- 
warded, shortly before the outbreak of the World 
War, to Mr. G. Kouchakji in Paris. Here the prin- 
cipal chalice, coated with oxide to a thickness of sev- 
eral millimeters, was skillfully deoxidized by Mr. A. 
Andre in his atelier at 15 Rue Dufrenoy. He found 
the silver matrix already crystalline in texture and 
so brittle that he dared mot rectify a compression 
of the cup caused by a blow received in ancient 
times. Shortly before the battle of the Marne the 
chalice, for safety’s sake, was sent over to Messrs. 
H. and F. Kouchakji in America. It is still in their 
studio at 707 Fifth avenue, New York, though it 
may soon be returned to Paris as an heirloom of the 
Kouchakji family. 

“Since 1915 the chalice has been exhaustively 
studied by Dr. G. A. Eisen, formerly curator of the 
California University Academy of ‘ Sciences. 
* * ®* Finally, he has crowned his labors by 
completing a magnificent monograph in two folio 
volumes—“The Great Chalice of Antioch,” New 
York, 1923, with a pair of diagrams and an atlas of 
60 photogravures and etchings. The plates include 
three whole-page photographs—lifesize, enlarged,
